ANOTHER SCANDAL HITS CUBAN AMERICAN NATIONAL FOUNDATION 

According to the New York Times, the Cuban American National Foundation has financed a 
campaign of violent action against Cuba for more than a decade. The Times says that a CIA-trained 
Cuban exile, Luis Posada Carriles, says that he organized numerous 1997 bombings within Cuba at 
hotels, restaurants, and discos. One of the bombings resulted m fatal injuries to an Italian tourist, 
raising concerns in the tourist industry and within the Cuban government. Carriles, in tape recorded 
interviews with the Times, said that the wave of bombings and other violent operations in Cuba 
were supported and financed by the CANF. 

The Cuban American National Foundation, formerly led by the late Jorge Mas Canosa, has 
frequently attracted the attention of DXers because of its clandestine radio programming. Carriles 
said that he received money from the CANF directly from Mas Canosa. Carriles estimated that the 
funding amounted to more than $200,000 over a period of years, distributed in various sums 
ranging from $5,000 to $15,000 and ordered by Mas Canosa. 

The Cuban American National Foundation failed to return numerous New York Times telephone 
calls, but they did fax the following statement to the newspaper: "Any allegation, implication, or 
suggestion that members of the Cuban American Nation?.! Fo»!vJ2t'on ha>-e financed any alleged 
'acts of violence' against the Castro regime are totally and patently false." 

According to Jeff White at WRMI, the current schedule of La Voz de la Fundacion via that station 
is Monday through Saturday between 1000 and 1300 UTC on 9955 kHz. I often observe Cuban 
jamming on this signal. The address to write them is the Cuban American National Foundation, 
Post Office Box 440069. Miami, Florida 331 14. Nick Grace's Clandestine Radio Intel web site has 
a RealAudio clip of their jingle and I'D. 

ZMML SHIPBOARD CLANDESTINE? 

Hans Johnson sends in a very interesting inquiry this month. He has heard direct from the Ernest 
Zundel organization that they had serious plans to operate a Voice of Freedom clandestine from an 
"electronic freedom ship" in 1994. But, they report thai the vessel was seized in Florida early that 
year before they were able to begin transmissions. Hans is not sure how to evaluate this report. 1 do 
not iecall hearing anything about this, and I spoke with some other clandestine DXers who do net 
remember it cither. Might anybody have any recollections on this subject? 

RADIO FREE BELARUS 

Longtime ACE member Harald Kuhl of Germany sends in word that Polish Radio 5 carried an 
item on July 13 announcing plans for a new station known as Radio Free Belarus. The USA 
government and the European Council are financing the station, which will operate from 
northeastern Poland. The news item indicated plans for the station to begin transmissions during 
the "Polish holiday season," and that "secret talks" between the USA government, Polish 
"partners," and the Bclarus\opposition have been going on for months. So far we have no 
information on a projected schedule, and I'm not sure when the Polish holidays are held. 
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ZACHAR1AS LIANGAS LOGS 



Zacharias Liangas sends in a clandestine log from his QTH in Italy. He heard The Iraqi Communist 
Party station with an Arabic program on 4765//3905 kHz at 1 81 8 UTC on July 16. The 60 meter 
frequency was jammed and thus audible only via LSB ECSS, but he could hear both sidebands on 
the 75 meter frequency. 



CLANDESTINE RADIO INTEL 

Once again this month I want to give an enthusiastic plug to the Clandestine Radio Intel web site 
operated by Nick Grace of DC and Martin Schoech of Germany. Martin sends in word that our link 
to this site on the ACE web site is outdated. I'll try and remember to get this information to John 
Cruzan, but in case I fail to do this, the proper URL that we have often mentioned is 
http://www.qsl.net/ybOrmi/cland.htm over the internet. Nick has been updating this site 
regularly, and another update was scheduled after the deadline for this month's Clandestine Profile. 
The site is a literally phenomenal collection of the current information that we have on clandestine 
radio across the world, so 1 hope that you are a regular user of this tremendous service. I want to 
mention three items of recent news from the site. 



Radio NADECO. This station, one of the oldest of the Nigerian clandestines, has left the air. 
Citing Glenn Ilauser's World of Radio with information from clandestine DXpert Hans Johnson, 
CR1 says that the station cited "financial and logistical problems" for the QRT. 

Ogene Ndigbo Radio. We lost one Nigerian clandestine, but here is information on another. Citing 
a newsgroup report via UXW 123, CRI says that the station has been monitored over WHRI on 
Wednesdays for an hour on 15460 kHz. The station is operated by the Eastern Mandate Union- 
Abroad and the World Igbo Council, with an affiliation with the Voice of Oduduwa and Radio 
Igbo. Programming is in Igbo since the station's inception on June 24. The address to use is Post 
Office Box 91425, Washington, DC 20059. It also accepts e-mail via bakpa@yahoo.com for 
computer reports. 

In a somewhat related item, I received an e-mail from Sunday Edokpayi at Africa Business 
Information Services (http//www.afbis.com is their web site), who points out that the Vanguard 
newspaper has a web site at http://www.afbis/vanguard run by ABIS. He says that this is "one of 
Nigeria's leading independent newspapers." 

Radio Bombolom. According to BBCMS, this station emerged in June 1998 with support for rebel 
troops and journalists opposed to ihe Presidem of Guinea-Bissau. This one uses FM in Portugese 
and local languages, so we can't hear it. Dave Alpert of New York forwarded an item to 
Monitoring Times magazine about this station that ran over the Associated Press wire on July 10. 
The AP said that the station started in mid-June, and is an operation of Guinea-Bissau's "breakaway 
military leaders." Programming is a mix of rock and reggae music interspersed with political 
propaganda. The AP indicates that Portugese ID's translate as Radio Bombolon, the Voice of the 
Junta. Apparently a sizable audience tunes in because of the popular music format, which is 
otherwise rare on Guinea-Bissau radio stations. 



BBCMS STATION PROFILES 

With genuine thank* to Bob Grove and Grove Enterprises once again, we have the overflow of 
BBCMS clandestine station profiles that did not fit in the pages of Monitoring Times magazine this 
month. Let me briefly engage in a bit of shameless commerce. The August issue of MT, available 
at your local newsstand right now, has Larry Magne's initial review of the Japan Radio Corporation 
NRD 545. This new Digital Signal Processing receiver is of tremendous interest to a very large 
number of DXers. As I write the column, the FCC has still not given the receiver type acceptance, 
so it is not available. Bui, mistype acceptance could come at any time. Even if you do not normally 
subscribe, you may want to check out this month's issue of MT. 
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Iraq. Republic of Iraq Radio, also ID'ing as the Voice of the Iraqi People (idha'at al-jumhuriyah 
al-iraqiyah.min baghdad, savvt al-sha'b al-iraqi in Arabic), is heard daily from 1445 to 2310 with an 
extensive schedule in Arabic on 9563, 9563, and 1053 kHz. BBCMS believes that the station 
transmits from Saudi Arabia, and that it is financed by Western governments. When the station 
started in January 1991, it originally ID'ed as Voice of Free Iraq. This quickly changed to the 
Voice of the Iraqi Opposition, and then to the current ID. Other announced frequencies (apparently 
not monitored) include 9380, 9980, 11710, and 15235 kHz. BBCMS points out that the station 
should not be confused with the Voice of the Iraqi People, which is operated by pro-Communist 
elements. 

Korea. The Voice of National Salvation is scheduled daily on 4557, 4450, 3480, and 1053 kHz 
from 0030-0100, 0300-0700, 1000-1700, and 2000-0030 UTC. The half hour broadcast at 0030 is 
in English, but the rest of the shows are in Korean. Two additional frequencies are used, with 6010 
kHz active from 1000-1400 and 4120 kHz used between 1000-1700 UTC. The station advocates 
reunification of North and South Korea, but is operated by North Korea. This one has been around 
since March 1970, and is often reported in North America with a good signal. 

Korea. Echo of Hope is scheduled daily in Korean from 0300-0600 UTC on 6348 kHz and 0900- 
2100 UTC on 3985 kHz. This one says that it is operated by Koreans living overseas, but BBCMS 
says that it's been run by the South Korean government since 1973. This one is also well heard at 
times from North America. 

Korea. Completing a BBCMS Korean hat trick this month is Voice of the People, which although 
it claims to transmit from Pyongyang, is another South Korean operation active since June 25, 
1985. It's scheduled daily at 0300-0700 UTC on 6600 and 6518 kHz, 1100-2100 UTC on 3912 
kHz, and 2300-0100 UTC on 6600 kHz. All shows are in Korean. 



CUMBRE DX AND CUBA MEGALINKS 

I don't want to sound like a broken record, but once again we need to plug two interesting and very 
useful sources of ci.-.ndestine radio informstin Ot:r r.vn t'Rs Fleming continues to distribute the 
extremely high quality weekly shortwave broadcast newsletter Cumbre DX. Every week it contains 
some fresh clandestine news, often with loggings submitted by direct contributors. If you're not 
participating in Cumbre, you ought to send an e-mail to our fellow ACE member Ulis at 
utts@ix.netcom.coin so that you can take advantage of this excellent resource. 

Once again this month 1 got two messages from Max, the Webmeister at the Cuba MegaLinks 
Center They have another 100 new links to information about Cuba, some of which relate to 
clandestines.

RADIO ONDAS DEL RIO MAYO 

Matt Haston sent in an inquiry' about a station that he was hearing on 681 1.65 kHz around 0200 
UTC. Given its Spanish language talk and occasional music format, at first he thought that this one 
might have clandestine connections. But, it turns out that the station is the regular broadcaster 
Radio Ondas del Rio Mayo from Nueva Cajamarca, Peru. 



PIRATE BEACONS? 

The New Zealand internet KIWI Radio Weekly carried an item in July about apparent pirate 
beacon transmittal being heard in the southwestern USA between 4095 and 4096 kHz. Some just 
send dits of various length, while another has an ID of "W" that follows a series of dits. Other 
frequencies with similar activity, monitored in Tucson, Arizona, are 6851, 6700, and 5484.5 kHz. 
Fcathell@nol.com is listed as a contact point for this information, has anybody else been hearing 
odd signals like this? 
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GLOBAL1NK POWER TRANSLATOR REVIEW 



I have acquired a copy or Globalink Power T ranslator. This software translates back and forth 
between English and four other languages: German, Spanish, French, and Italian. I previously had 
a cheaper Spanish translator that was a DOS program, but I've had trouble getting it to run easily in 
Windows 95. The software is pretty expensive at $125. But, in the language translation software 
business, 1 believe that you get what you pay for. 

In the basic mode of the software, you type (or paste in) text in an upper window. You give a 
command, and the translation appears in a lower window, complete with accent marks, umlauts, 
etc. You can then export the translation directly to WordPerfect or Word. Export to other word 
processors or e-mail packages is easy via copy and paste. 

The software has a mode that translates web pages and e-mail received in any of the four foreign 
languages. This works well. You go to a web site, perhaps in German, and punch the translate 
button. The software translates the text, and the web site html text is now in English instead of 
German. 



The software also has a conversation mode. You type in a sentence, such as this one, and the 
software immediately translates it to "Sic tippen einen Satz, wie dieser, und die Software Ubersetzt 
es zu sofort" or "Usted teclea en una frase, como este uno, y el software lo traduce irunediatamente 
a" depending on the language you select. 

Translation quality seems better than other similar software that I have seen. However, as is the 
bane of all translations between languages, sometimes the translations arc a little wooden or too 
literal. It would help to know a little bit of the language so that you can clean up an awkward 
wording here and there. For instance, I stuck the lyrics of the "All In the Family" TV show theme 
song into the translator. This starts out, "Boy the way Glenn Miller played." The translator did not 
recognize "boy" as an expression, and instead translated it as "junge" which is the word in German 
for young boy. 

The software arrives with 30 additional dictionaries with technical terms for law, pharmacy, and 
other things. Additional dictionaries can be added, which could be a good idea for people Tike 
DXers who use radio terms. You can get these easily from other sources like Language Lab, 
Proceedings, QSL's you have received, or other resources like this that we all have used for years. 

The software requires Windows 95, a 486-66 or higher computer, 16 MB ram, 24-62 MB of hard 
disk space depending on whether you install all four languages, and a CD ROM drive. The 
applications for reception reports are obvious. I'm not sure, that I could justify $125 just fot 
reception reports, but I also acquired it because of the good German translator that I will use in 
genealogy correspondence with people and officials in Switzerland. So, if you can find multiple 
applications for the software, the money could be worth it.

DRIVE-IN MOVIE AUDIO: Let's jump right into it, shall wc? I read about (and kept the article) 
an early micro-'caster in J.D. Stephens' neck of the woods-Huntsville, AL! In the June 1993 issue 
of Monitoring Times the article describes how a fellow provided wireless audio via a Ramsey FM- 
10 for a Parks & Recreation group putting on movies in an old abandoned drive-in theater. This 

over! This summertime series of events was a hit with local residents who not only drove in but 

This dilemma was to find a low-cost way to deliver audio from the projector to those who were 
either in their cars or in lawn chairs with radios. Commercial transmitters are prohibitively costly, 
so Ernie Blair came up with the Ramsey transmitter. Like many of us who found that drift was a 
problem with these units, Ernie monitored the signal with a Sangean ATS-803A receiver (like I 
do!) to stay on top of the frequency problem. Due to the projectors and sound system being run off 

At first, a ground plane was constructed, which was broken after the very first use while being 
transported. A J-pole was built, which was much sturdier and was easily rolled up and stored for 
transport. Good coverage of the entire grounds was provided for all who attended. 

Before each movie, music and announcements were played both over 'he loudspeaker and the FM 
broadcast systems for about an hour before the show, with directions to the drive-in thrown in 
periodically. A good time was had by all and from what Ernie says, summertime drive-in movies 
in Huntsville haven't been the same since commercial-free radio arrived! J.D.. is it still going on 
and what do you know about it? 



TRANS-AM TRANSMITTER: This transmitter was first mentioned in the September 1997 ACE 
as being for sale from an individual. This information was pretty complete, so I though I'd just 
touch upon some features of the transmitter.... 

The TRANS-AM is a lOOmw AM transmitter available in three configurations: stationary, 
portapack, and mobile. It is tuned by pushing small switches on the board, no crystals or coils to 
change and tweak! The stationary model is housed within an all-weather enclosure for extended 
outdoor usage. The separate power supply also serves to feed audio 10 the unit. The portapack has 
the same features and is mounted on a backpack frame. A self-contained rechargeable 12-volt 
battery and held-held mic are added features. The mobile model had the same features as the first 
two, but is configured to mount on a car window. It has several other portable applications as well. 
I supposed I'd watch out for low hanging tree limbs and drive-throughs with the 102" whip 
attached. Nothing like busting out your window and dropping the transmitter! 

The TRANS-AM weighs about 4 lbs. and carries some good specs. Accessories vary between the 
particular models. Looks like a lot of thought has gone into the manufacture of this unit, but even 
so, the price floored me — $2500! To know more about this transmitter, write to X-Static 
Enterprises, PO Box 2233, Pensacola, FL 32513-2233. (This unit has been advertised in Radio 
World several times...) 

SEAN'S DISCOVERY: A fellow radio nut and friend of mine recently sent me a copy of an 
article from the Journal of Herpetology about a radio telemetry transmitter he designed, built and 
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track turtles in the local area. Normally, the cost of telemetry equipment is prohibitive, but being 
the resourceful IlAM/radio nut and marine biologist he ism, he found a simple design that lasts for 
months on a small battery and that is not burdensome to the turtles! 

To seal the original transmitter after H was built, it was immersed in Humiseal to protect it from 
moisture, then in Stycast, a buoyant electrical resin to further protect the circuitry, finally Polyester 
Resin was slopped on the antenna's base for final protection against moisture entering the 
transmitter. The entire potted unit weighs less than lOOgrams, less than 7% of the average turtle's 
weight. Sean found that regular potting epoxy works well by itself. Approximately TWO YEARS 
life expectance is calculated for each battery, but Sean's design used to readily available "AA" 
batteries— real usable time is six months or so. After approximately 1 1 months, only one turtle out 
of 33 turned up as missing (probably ate by a 'gator, no doubt!) which was no big deal. Total cost 
of each unit was approximately $20; average range for reception was 1-2 kilometers (about 5/5 to 
1.2 miles - 1 HATE METRICS!) 

It isn't clear exactly what frequencies were used but the range was in the 27 MHz CB area, where 
crystals are plentiful. The circuit is extremely simple and looks as it if could lend itself to a variety 
of applications! For a copy of the article, parts list, schematic and PCB pattern, send a long SASE 
to my address above; no SASE no stuff!

FCC ACTION AGAINST RADIO MUTINY 91.3 FM 

At 6:15pm on Monday, June 22, four FCC Agents and two U.S. Marshals executed a search and 
seizure warrant at the studios of Radio Mutiny 91.3 (West Philadelphia Pirate Radio). The agent in 
charge of the raid was none other than Richard D. Lee, FCC Chief of Compliance, who made a 
special trip from Washington, DC for the bust. Also present was John Rahtes, head of the FCC 
field office in Langhome, PA , and Trent Williams also from that office. 

Since the station was not scheduled to go on a'u until 7:00 pm, no one was present at the 4th- 
story attic studio when U.S. Marshals broke the padlock on the door. As a result, no one was 
arrested or fined. Before seizing the 20-Watt transmitter, audio gear, and antenna, an FCC agent 
actually turned the equipment on and personally broadcast something to the effect that: "The 
station operating at 91.3MHz is operating illegally in violation of FCC regulations, and is being 
officially shut down by the Federal Communications Commission." 

A volunteer for the station heard this strange broadcast and rushed to the studio in time to see 
Richard Lee posing for photographs in front of Radio Mutiny's pirate flag. 

This is the second occasion the FCC's self-described 'top cop' broadcast over Radio Mutiny in 
violation of his own commission's regulations. In March, the East Coast Microbroadcasting 
Conference was hosted by the station in Philadelphia, and a panel discussion on legal topics-which 
Lee asked to participate in-was broadcast live by Radio Mutiny via a studio-to-transmitter link. It 
was also available live over the Internet via RealAudio. 

FCC officials had visited the station in an unprecedented five separate occasions over the 
previous 8-month period, but were always denied entry without a warrant. Radio Mutiny's ACLU 
legal counsel, Stefan Prcsscr, had been corresponding with the FCC, the Dept. of Justice, and the 
chief judge of the Eastern District of Pennsylvania, and had requested he be advised if any action 
would be taken against the station. His request was ignored. 

The station, which had been broadcasting community-related information and alternative music 
with a volunteer staff of 40, is considering its options.

Covert Comms By Tom Sevart

In the past couple of weeks I have been hearing numerous phase-shift-keyed (PSK) 
signals that have a sound similar to an idling diesel engine. The signals are possibly a NATO 
2400 baud PSK system. These signals have been active for several days on the following 
frequencies: 4254, 4974, 6745, 10864, 11022, 12913, 14389, 16409, and 16944 KHZ. 
These signals seem to be operating 24 hours a day, as every time I tune to these 
frequencies I hear a signal there. They are usually very strong, which is a good indication 
that they are located in North America. From listening to these signals, it sounds as if they 
are just idling, but without sophisticated signal analysis equipment (i.e. a spectrum analyzer) 
it's difficult to tell when traffic is being sent. What is very interesting, though, is that these 
signals sound a lot like the "diesel engine" sound that was occasionally heard on some CIA 
counting stations' carriers. 

On 13 July at 2015 I found an odd station on 16080 KHZ simulating military radio traffic. 
This station used the callsign 'Diamond 4' and repeated an announcement that "...there are 
at least two enemy divisions out there Good luck." This was repeated for several minutes, 
when it was replaced by another announcement using the callsign 'Diamond 3.' This 
announcement was about a bridge collapsing, several personnel killed and several vehicles 
destroyed. This was also repeated for several minutes, and was then replaced by a third 
announcement using the callsign 'Diamond 2' who advised he was receiving heavy fire and 
wanted to know whether or not he should move forward or wait ■for reinforcements. The 
same voice was used in all three announcements, and the announcer used a calm monotone 
voice. This obviously wouldn't be the case if such events as he described were taking place. 
I found it peculiar that AM was used instead of SSB, and in between repeats of each 
announcement the carrier went off the air. I believe this station was used for some sort of 
exercise, or possibly some sort of SIGINT collection training similar to the CW/RTTY station I 
reported on last month. Only further monitoring of this station will yield clues as to it's 
existence, and unfortunately I haven't heard it since, if anyone else heard this station, or 
knows a little more about it, please let me know. 

I also heard 8BY on 14931 KHZ on 7 & 13 July repeating WV DE 8BY and a couple of 
3F numbers. On the 7th the numbers 629 & 784 were sent, and on the 13th, 629 & 532 
were sent. Every other time I've heard 8BY more than two 3F numbers were sent, so I 
thought this was a little unusual, This station is believed tc be operated by French 
intelligence. The signal has been DF'ed to France, and the transmitter is believed to be 
located near Saint Assise. Its transmissions begin at 40 minutes past the hour and last for 
20 minutes. Along with 14931 it also uses 7668, 10248, 12075, 12170, 12283, 14433, 
14925, 18415, and 20946 KHZ. I haven't logged it on any of these other frequencies lateiy 
but I usually have a good signal on 14931. 

On Saturday the 18th of July I appeared on the NPR "Anthem" radio program discussing 
numbers stations. The segment delt with the release of the Conet numbers station CD's and 
a discussion of numbers stations in general. This should make a good introduction to 
numbers stations to those who have never heard of them before. I also hope it will interest a 
few people into our strange little segment of the radio hobby The program appeared on 
about 30 NPR stations nationwide, so hopefully we had a good audience. 

I've been meaning to compile recent skeds of the Cuban CW cut number and YUSS 
stations, but unfortunately I haven't had a lot of time to look for them. I also haven't logged 
too many of them lately, so I would appreciate it if you could send any & all loggings of these 
two stations to me. Be sure to include the day of the week, time heard in UTC, and 
frequency. Once the new list is completed, I'll send copies to everyone who contributed as 
well as send a copy to the Spooks mailing list. Your help will be appreciated, and I thank you 
in advance.
